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all candidates for mayor at the last preceding general elec-
tion, protesting against the passage of such ordinance, be pre-
sented to the council such ordinance shall thereupon be sus-
pended ; and it shall be the duty of the council to reconsider
such ordinance, and if the same is not entirely repealed the
council shall submit the ordinance to the voters of the city
either at a general election or at a special election to be called
for that purpose; and such ordinance shall not go into effect
or become operative unless a majority of the qualified voters
who vote on the same shall vote in favor thereof.

2. This section shall not be construed to change the existing
laws as to the granting of franchises for publie utilities or as
to the issuing of municipal bonds.

Section 925m—317. The board of education shall continue
to be elected or appointed as provided bv law, and any city
work done under the direction of commissions appointed by
the state shall continue to be done in the manner prescribed
by law prior to the passage of these sections.

Section 925m—318. Any city which shall have operated for
six or more years under the provisions of these sections may
abandon such reorganization and adopt the provisions of the
general law of the state then applicable to cities of its class
by proceeding in the manner presecribed for effecting reorgani-
zation under the provisions of these sections. and such change
shall in no way afflect the property, right. or liabilities of any
nature of such city, but shall merely extend to such change
in its form of government.

Secrion 2. This act shall take effeet and be in force from
and after its passage and publication.

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the two departments; and which shows a surpius in each depart-
ment after dedueting any funds accumulated for the payment
of dividends under scction 1952f, and whiel skall file with the
commiss oner of insurance an agreement for the benefit of all
policy holders now or hereafter residing in the State of Wis-
consin, that, in consideraticn of being permitied to issue non-
participating insurance in this state, no part cf the funds accum-
ulated or belonging to the participat ng department shall ever
be transferred to the non-participating departinent, exeept such
as the existing charter of the company or ils policies require,

SE.TioN 2. This act shall take effeet and be in foree from
and after its passage and publication. .
